Nova  .Seotia's  most  aiiiazinjr  eleelioii  trial  op.  in-d  in  the  little 
iiaddeek  ediirlrooni.  .Voveiiiher  4.  and  in  tin'  first  threc>  days' 
sessions.  Conservative  lawyers  made  threi,'  separate  and  distiiiet 
efforts  to  tiiwart  the  c-nds  of  .justiee.  .1.  ,\.  MeLaren.  K.<.'.,  for 
the  respondent,  asked  that  the  seat  he  deelared  vaoant  and  thf 
eleetion  voided,   heeaiise   his  elient   was   willing  to  plead   guilt.v

Me  made 
a  similar  rnlins;  on  Nnv.  .'i.  and  Nov.  C.  much  ti.  the  Conservatives 
discomfiture. 


Bribery  and  Corruption  Rampant. 

The  offences  of  the  Conservative  party  at  tliis  parlieiilar  hy- 
eketiciii  leay  irinsi  easily  Ire  diseussed  under  the  followins  five 
heads : 

Bribery,  Treating,  Personation,  Intimidation,  General  Cor- 
ruption. 

Most  amaziiif.'  was  the  story  unfolded  hefore  .Mr.  .lustiee 
Kussell.  and  in  no  phase  of  it  was  the  eause  of  Conservatism 
given  a  more  rnthless  exposure  than  in  the  allegations  of  bribery. 

One  of  the  leadintr  witnesses  at  the  trial  was  Couneillor  .losepli 
McNeil,  of  Hay  St..  Lawrenee.  who  askerl  the  'proteetion  of  the 
eourt".  He  had  he^-n  !:i\TM  a  roll  uf  hills,  at  least  *.')0  or  *7"i. 
wrhieh  he  was  to  spend  on  the  ileetion.     lie  testifieil  that  he  gave

Liquor  Even  at  Polls. 

JIaiiy  Coiisei'vatives  liept  open-house  eleetioii  iiii\ .  disti-ihutiiii: 
"boozp"  with  a  prodigal  hand.  Sandy  McDonald,  ineiitioncd 
above,  the  president  of  the  Conservative  A.ssoeiatioii  in  his  dis- 
trict, testified  that  he  distributed  liipior  at  the  Xorth  Shon-  poll 
election  day.  anil  also  at  his  own  home.  lie  did  this,  he  stated 
under  oath,  in  the  interests  of  I'hilip  MacLeod.  Coiiservativc 
candidate. 

Charles  Kempt,  of  lioiilarderie.  testified  that  In-  saw  sevi-riil 
Conservative  workers  dispensing  liquor,  election  day,  in  a  small 
room,  adjoining  the  polling  booth. 

l-^irther  evidence  showed  that  the  ramifications  of  the  trcatiii!; 
s.\stem  extended  throughout  all  parts  of  the  ridiuR.  and  *hi? 
Conservative  runners  were  busily  engaged  election  day  and  the 
days  preeediiig  in  despatching  "booze"  to  all  sections  of  the 
constituency— even  by  Government  boat.

Promised  Job  by  Cochrane,  (^'nister  of  Railways 
and  Canals.; 

Aiif;iis  R.  Canipliell.  who  had  lieeii  an  einplovi'  of  the  I.  r    K. 

from  ll)n2  to  ]!)l:i.  ami  then  disniiHsed.  testified  that  he  had  I ii 

promised  his  job  hack,  if  he  "voted  rijiht".  lie  w.is  shown  a 
telegram  "fixinf;"  this,  purporting  to  be  signed  by  Frank 
Cochrane,  Minister  of  Bailways.  On  the  sii.nuth  of  this  teles:i'aiii 
he  worked  for  the  Conservatives,  and  also  pulled  all  poss'Me 
wires  to  t^et  hi.s  friends  into  aetion. 

Later  ill  the  eonrse  of  the  I'videin'e.  .1  C  Donstl.is.  M.IM'.. 
testified  that  the  ahove-iiieiilioin'd  lelesrram  had  been  sent  to 
him:  111'  stated  that  I.  proliahly  lia>l  wireil  to  some  Federal  mem- 
ber from  Nova  Scotia  to  "fix"  it,  though  it  was  quite  possible 
that  he  had  wired  to  the  Minister  of  Eailway^i  personally. 

Thi'  Fenian  Baid  Circular  was  one  of  the  most  important 
issues  of  the  eampai>;n,  and  came  within  an  aee  of  endintr  I'lilip 
Jfaeheod's  future  jiartieipatioii  in  polities.  Tl:e  ( 'oiiservalive^ 
(on  their  own  admissioiC  sent  out  to  about  Hiil  I'Vniai:  veterans 
a  eirenlar.  in  wliieli  ihe  following  extract  was  the  salient  fe.Unre:

Uayi'S  adniitti'd  that  Mnirlnads  "forgery"  was  so  liki'  .MarlaodK 
own  siiiiiatnri',  that  hi'  lia  I  riniarknl  Ih.it  Mnirlii'ad  did  it  "eves 
better  than  PhiUp  himself. ' ' 

Treated  as  a  Criminal  Case. 


.Iinlfi'  Hnssill  tri'atiil  tlir  i|instioii  ul'  ilisi)inilitiration  ui' 
Mai'lji'od,  on  tlir  sroro  iil'  tin:  signature  as  a  rriniinal  ipii'stioii. 
and  Kitvi'  the  disipialiflvd  fuiididatc  the  benefit  of  the  donbt 
always  extended  to  accused  criminals.  Ilis  Worship  addi'd  that 
thr  I'iri'iilar  was.  Iirynnd  donlit.  '1111  itfieicni  piici.  of  niai'liiniiy. 
tor  the  manufacture  of  political  friendship,  ami.  as  sneh.  I'ami' 
"within  the  prnhiliition  of  the  statnti". 

Two  other  i'(|iinlly  Klariii<;  pieecs  of  politieal  ehieaiiery  wi'ri' 
exposed  at  Ihi'  trial.  It  was  shown  thnt  either  l)r  Hayes,  or  some 
one  netint!  nnder  his  orders,  had  added  to  a  sehool  board  eireular 
the  words:  "Philip  .MaeLeod  I'issenting"  to  mislead  and  delude 
the  eleetors  into  thinking;  that  the  eandidate  hail  voted  in  op 
position  to  a  motion  to  inerease  the  school  rate.  This,  if  true, 
might  have  been  a  popular  dodge,  but  it  was  an  absolute  lie,  as 
MacLeod  had  voted  with  the  rest  for  the  increase. 

Hundreds  of  eirculars  were  sent  out.  sifrned  hy  tli '  name  of 
•  lames  0.  Diinlap.  Seeretary  of  the  Vietoria  County  ( 'oiiservatr.i' 
.\ssoeiatioii.  enelosins*  a  false  nienio  of  estimati-s  alleged  to  havi' 
hi  111  made  liy  the  Dominion  Government  for  public  works  con- 
templated in  Victoria  County.  .MacLeod  took  the  stand  and 
ilenii'd  all  connection  with  the  "estimates  '  circular:  lie  asserted 
that  it  had  Ih'iii  prepared  hy  Hayes  and  iJout'las,  without  his 
ciinsi'iit  Hayes  took  the  stand,  contradicted  MacLeod  flatly, 
and  shifted  tlie  responsibility  for  this  "estimates"  circular  to  a 
man  who  died  a  few  weeks  before  the  trial !
